Applicant hereby requests reconsideration of the Dismissal of the Petition under 1.47(a), 
mailed April 13, 2001. It is respectfully submitted that Applicant has met the requirements of 
1.47(a). It is believed that Applicant has sufficiently demonstrated that inventors Dennis B. 
Patterson and Jose Osuna either can not be reached or refuse to sign the Declaration for Patent 
Application that was provided to them. Thus, Applicant respectfully requests the PTO to accept 
the papers submitted herewith for completion of the filing requirements in the above identified 
application. 



With specific reference to Mr. Patterson, enclosed herewith is a copy of the sealed 
envelope (Exhibit A) containing the Declaration which was delivered by certified mail to his last 
known address.

Messrs. Patterson and Osuna's execution of documents in this case. Based on the foregoing, it is 
believed that Applicant has satisfied the requirements of 37 CFR 1 .47(a).
